A “Too-Late” Stamp 

The only “‘too-late stamp ever = is- 
fued appeared in Victoria in 1885. 
It bears the head of Queen Victoria, 
as do most of the stamps of the col- 
ony. The body of the stamp is in 
deep lilac’ crossed by two bands of 
green. The upper band bears the 
words, “Too late.” while the lower 
has the value or fee “Sixpence.” The 
“Too Late” stamp represented a tay 
or fee in addition to, regular postage 
upon such letters as were received 
too late for. the regular mail. In all 
large maritime cities much mail is 
sent out on outgoing vessels. In 
early stamp periods a fast sailing pac- 
ket, or, in fact, any sailing vessel, 
was often charged with the carrying 
of the mails. The heavy regular 
mail to go by vessels or steamer on 
any specified day was sorted and dis- 
patched in wagons from the post of- 
fice some hours before the scheduled 
time of sailing. 
tary mail was afterwaris sent by 
special messenger. The mail con- 
sisted of such letters as arrived after 
the regular mail had closed, iut were 
of sufficient importance to warrant the 
sender in the payment of a “too late” 
fee, which in Victoria was fixed at 
sixpence. This supplementary mail 
was kept open until within a short 
time of the sailing hour, the time de- 
pending upon the distance between 
the post office and the dock of the 
vessel.

im answer to your inquiry as to 
what to do on the farm right now, I 
will say now is the time to get we A 
and work, get our seed into the soil 
(especially wheat), so that it will 
be matured before the frost. 

We should have done our letter 
writing and studying during the win- 
ter months, Nevertheless, I will give 
a few hints as to how I work my ‘land 
to prepare a seed bed and preserve 
the moisture, and also my opinions 
jas regards the best periods to sow 
different cereals. ‘ 

We all know that practically no-fall 
plowing was done last year, there- 
fore our land has either to be plow- 
ed this spring, or just disced and drill 
ed. On account of such a short time 
and so much work to be done, and 
plowing taking longer than discing, 
the question arises: “Is it necessary 
to plow or will discing do?” 


Plow Every Year 


I am a firm believer in plowing ev- 
ery year,- except on new land which 
has only had one crop taken from it 
and is not well rotted. Land in this 
condition and ¢lear (free from weeds) 
could be disced a couple of times and 
seeded with fairly good results, al- 
though, as a rule, one does not get 
as large a yield. 

-mmediately after plowing use the 
packer, the same day if possible; th> 
sooner after plowing the better. This 
is to keep the land from drying out. 
If you haven't a packer, use a float, 
if you haven’t a float, use a disc, A 
float iS a simple affair made by bolting 
four, five or Bix 2 x 10x14 or 16 
planks together, letting the second 
lap the first, and so on until you 
get the required size. 

Of course, if you find your float 
is not heavy~enough, you can weight 
it down with stones—Oh! I forgot, 
not many farmers have stones on 
their land; well, old iron or anythin: 
with weight will do. ¥ 

Methods of Cultivation 

Now, as to the cultivation needed 
after packing or floating before drill 
ing, all depends on condition of the 
soll, If very lumpy, disc, if not, the 
harrow will do. It should be culti- 
vated until no lumps remain bigger 
than a hen’s egg. 

I would not in any case advise us- 
in® any implements after seeding that 
leaves the surface of the rronud 
smooth, as this aids evaporation, and 
also leaves the land powdery on top, 
and the wind is likely to blow the 
soil, = 

As to the time of seeding, 1 belleve 
from April ist until the end of the 
first week in May it is safe to sow 
wheat. After that date I would sow 
oats or barley until the end of May. 
Land that I had not seeded by that 
time, I would summer fallow. I pre 
fer to sow my oats and barley the 
last week in April or the first week 
of May and be through seeding by 
May 15th, 

Summer Fallowing 

Just a word about summer fallow. 
Do not leave your summer fallow too 
late, but plow in June. By leaving 
the weeds grow they take plant food 
a “Mvrmrreyvtrom the -woll. | 

e sure and treat your grain for 
smut. I treat With formali at the 
rate of one pound to 35 gallons of 
water. I Haye never had any smut, 
but I treat as a preventive, If your 
grain is smutty, make your solution 
stronger. 

The system I follow is to pour 4 or 
5 bushels of grain in a wagon box, 
sprinkle with ordinary garden sprink- 
ler the solution over the grain and 
stir until kernels are all moist, then 
shovel to the front end of the wagon 
yox; then another lot, and s0 on. 
Cover up with a cafvas for a couple 
of hours, and then spread out to dry. 
Haul the wagon out to the field and 
fill the drill from the wagon. 

As I said at the beginning, this is 
a busy time, so goodbye.

Within a few months more the last 
traces of old “Kaskasia,” first capital 
of the State of linois and one of the 
first settlements of the white man in 
the, Mississippi valley, will have dis- 
appeared. The yellow Mississippi is 
steadily pulling down the remaining 
Jand that was once a part of the 
town. site. All that now remains is 
an old building that was once used 
jas a “smokehouse” by some of the cit- 
izens. Houses, powder magazines, 
stockades and fortifications have -ali 
slid into the river. 

Kaskasia is still on the maps of II- 
linois, but the original town is at the 
bottom of the river. | The best efforts 
failed to check the river's steady ad- 
vances, A few~years ago the Kas- 
kasia river, usually known as the vx- 
jaw river, began to cut into its west- 
ern bank a mile or so above the point 
where it flows into the Mississippi. At 
high water the flood from the big 
river began leaping across the narrow 
jneck of land that divided. the two 
jcurrents. Finally the big river cut 
entirely across the spit of sand and 
rock that had separated the two and 
old Kaskasia became an island, 

One hundred and fifty years ago the 
site where the smokehouse still lin- 
gers was the seat of the largest city 
west of the Allegheny mountains. In 
a few months more the last of the old 
town will have slipped into the river 
and the island that was cut off from 
the mainland will itself disappear.

ABOUT PAPER MONEY) 
Machine That Grinds Paper Ory and 
Then Stores it in” 

As the greatest difficulty which 
most. people meet with in a) 
bank notes is that of being able to 
keep them, it will- probably .come as 
a surprise to many to learn there are 
yet others for whom the difficulty en- 
tailed in destroying such paper are 
well illustrated ina very interesting 
article upon paper destruction by the 
German Imperial printers. 

The methods previously available 
were three—burning, boiling and pulp- 
ing. In the first process it has been 
found that even where a special fur- 
nacé has been used it has not infre- 
quently happened that while the out- 
er parts of packets were destroyed 
some of the contents were not even 
singed. In the case of stamps or 
gummed paper the matter was stil 
worse, for the packets baked toget* 
into solid blocks, the interiors 
which were quite Intact. 

In the second process the papet for 
destruction is placed in iron boilers, 
lye is added and the contents then 
subjected to the prolonged action + 
steam. As a destructive process for 
small quantities this is quile effectual, 
as is that of pulping, a process ii 
which the paper is cul up by revelv- 
ing knives in water. 

In both these cases there is, how- 
ever, another difficulty—that of dis- 
posing of the product. It cannot 
easily be sold, it will not pay to trans- 
port and on hand the sodden, stodgy, 
mass quickly goes bad. 

The German _ Imperial printers 
therefore decided to try a new way— 
grinding it up dry. To this end they 
installed a forty horse-power mil’, 
which, by a process of curling, crush- 
ing and tearing reduces the papér to 
an almost powderlike form, in whico 
it passes througb a sieve into a col- 
lecting chamber beneath the mili 
ready for packing, 

This, however, was accompanied by 
a very objectionable feature, especial 
ly when dealing with gummed paper 
in the grinding. Such a dust was 
created that though the workmen ei- 
gaged, wore protectors, it yet per- 
sistently filled and blocked their eye> 
and nostrils. 

As the work of packing was on this 
account not only unhealthy, unwilling- 
ly performed and also ‘uneconomical 
efforts were made to find some meo- 
chanical means of doing it. Difficul- 


of 


Among such may be mentioned tha‘

it was found that the paper woul 
form into baHs solid as blocks o/ 
wood, which defied the efforts to move 
them~by the#twenty, horse-power mo- 
tor. 

The Imperial printers, therefore ara 
now to be congratulated upon posses::- 
ing a machine perfect in its kind. It 
takes the paper, grinds it up to any 
size desired and bags it. 

* Finally, though the paper in this 
form fetches but little on account of 
its consequent shortness of fibre, tho 
mill is yet not only paying off the 
initial outlay, but it is algo saving 
some $260 a year in worttmeh’s wages.

The water supply of a district is 
always considerably-influenced by the 
forests at or near the head-waters 
of its streams.. This is one of the 
reasons why large districts have been 


set aside by the Government—of the 


Dominion of Canada and many other 
governments, to be kept permanent 
ly as forests. 

The soil within the forest, largely 
composed as it is of decaying and 
decayed leaves, twigs, and other veg- 
etable matter, acts much like a 
sponge in soaking up the moisture 
that falls. On the other hand, the 
absence of high winds within the for- 
est does much to prevent or lessen 
evaporation.

The only “too-late stamp ever 
fued appeared in Victoria in 3 
It bears the head of Queen Victoria,

The upper band bears the 
words, “Too late.” while the lower 


has the value or fee “Sixpénce.” The 
“Too Late” stamp represented a tax 
or fee in addition to regular postage 
such letters as were received 


upon 

too late for the regular mail, In all 
large maritime cities much mail is 
sent out on outgoing vessels. 


early stamp periods a fast sailing pac- 
ket, or, in fact, any sailing vessel, 
was often charged with the carrying | 
of the mails The heavy regular 
mail to go by vessels or steamer on 
any specified day was sorted and dis- 
patched in wagons from the post of- 
fice some hours before the scheduled 
time of sailing. A light supplemen- 
tary mail was afterwarls sent by 
special messenger. The mail con- 
sisted of such letters as arrived after 
the regular mail had closed, but were 
of sufficient importance to warrant the 
sender in the payment of a, “too late”’, 
fee, which in Victoria was fixed at 
sixpence. This supplementary mail 
was kept open until within a short 
time of the sailing hour, the time de- 
pending upon the distance between 
the post office and the dock of the 
vessel.

“oan answer to your inquiry as to 
what to do on the farm right now, I 
will say now is the time to get busy 
and work, get our seed into the soil 
(espécially wheat), so that it will 
be matured before the frost. 

We ‘should have done our letter 
writing and studying during the win- 
ter months, ° Nevertheless, I will give 
a few hints as to how I work my land 
to prepare a seed bed and preserve 
the moisture, and also my opinions 
jas regards the best periods to sow 
| different cereals. 


We all know that practically no fall |. 


|plowing was done last year, there- 
}fore our land has either to be plow- 
jed this spring, or just disced and drill 
ed. On account of such a short time 


plowing taking longer than 
the question arises: “Is it 
to plow or will discing do?” 
Plow Every Year 
I am a firm believer in plowing ev- 
ery year, except on new land which 
has only had one crop taken from it 
and {s not well rotted.. Land in this 
condition and clear (free from weeds) 
could be disced a couple of times and 
seeded with fairly good results, al- 
though, as a rule, one does not get 
as large a yield. ‘ 
“mmediately after plowing use the 
packer, the same day if possible; th> 


discing, 
necessary 


is to keep the land from drying out. 
If you haven't a packer, use a float, 
if you haven’t a float, use a diso, A 


four, five or six 2 x 10x14 or 16 
planks together, letting the second 
lap the first, and so on until you 
get the required size. 

Of course, if you find your float 
is not heavy enough, you can weight 
it down with stones—Oh! I forgot, 
not many farmers have wtones on 
their land; well, old iron or anythin: 
with weight will do, 

Methods of Cultivation 

Now, as to the cultivation needed 
after packing or floating before drill 
ing, all depends on condition of the 
soil. If very lumpy, disc, if not, the 
harrow will do. It should be culti- 
vated until no lumps 1emain bigger 
thana hen’s egg. 

I would not in any case advise us- 
ing any implements after seeding that 
leaves the surface of the cronnd 
smooth, as this aids evaporation, and 
also leaves the land powdery on top, 
and the wind is likely to blow the 
soil. 

As to the time of seeding, 1 believe 
from April 1st until the end of the 
first week in May it is safe to sow 
wheat. After that date I would sow 
oats or barley until the end of May. 
{Land that I had not seeded by that 
time, I would-summer fallow, [I pre- 
fer to sow my oats and barley the 
last week in April or the first week 
of May and be through seeding by 
May. 15th, 


Summer Fallowing 
Just a word about summer fallow. 
Do not leave your summer fallow too 
late, but plow in June, By leaving 
the weeds grow they take plant food 
and moisture from the soil. 
Be sure and treat your grain for 


smut. I treat with formali at the 
rate of one pound to 35 gallons of 
water, I have never had any smut, 


but I treat as a preventive. If your 
grain is smltt)> make your solution 
stronger. 

The system I follow is to pour 4 or 


sprinkle with ordinary garden sprink- 
ler the solution over the grain and 
stir until kernels are all moist, then 
shovel to the front end of the wagon 
box; then another lot, and so on, 
|\Cover up with a canvas for a couple 
of hours, and then spread out to dry. 
Haul the wagon out to the field and 
fill the drill from the wagon. 
As I said at the beginning, this Is 
a busy time, so goodbye,

HISTORIC TOWN VANISHING 


First Capital Being Pulled Down by 
Missisippi

traces of old “Kaskasia,” first capital 
of the State of Lllinols and one of the 
first settlements of the white man in 
the Mississippi valley, will have dis- 
appeared The yellow Mississippi is 
steadily. pulling down the remaining 
land that was once a part of the 
town ajte. All that now remains is 
an old building that was once used 
as a “smokehouse” by some of. the cit- 
izens. Houses, powder magazines, 
stockades and fortifications have ali 
slid into the river, z 

Kaskasia is still on the maps of II- 
linois, but the original town is at the 
bottom of the river. The best efforts 
failed to check the river's steady ad- 
vances, A few years'ago the Kas- 
kasia river, usually known as the v«- 
aw river, began to cut into its west- 
ern bank a mile or so above the point 
where it flows into the Mississippi, At 
high water the flood from the big 
river began leaping across the narrow 
neck of land that divided the two 
currents. Finally the big river cut 
entirely across the spit of sand and 
rock that had separated the two and 
old Kaskasia became an island. 

One hundred and fifty years ago the 
site where the smokehouse still lin- 
gers was the seat of the largest city 
west of the Allegheny mountains. In 
a few months more the last of the old 
i/town will have slipped into the river 
and the island that was cut off from 
the mainland will itself disappear.
